“ Infant Sleeping in a Shell” Causes 
Trouble in Chicago. 
Chicago, Juno 13.—A baby may In­ 
validate the city seal of Chicago and 
thus render illegal all the franchises 
and other official documents to which 
the seal has been attached since the 
seal was altered by a city ordinance 
passed April 15,

tion Counsel Tollman’s advice is the

Experts assert that no babe can sleep 
in such a position.

Difference With Sweden.

twenty fifth annual convention of tho 
State Federation of Labor convened this 
morning but there was little of import­ 
ance beyond the reports of the commit 
tees and the adoption of resolutions 
today. 
There is a pretty tight on for presi­ 
dent for the ensuing year. 
There are 
really only two candidates in the Held at 
the present time, T. F. Thomas, of the 
St. Paul Typographical union and the 
present 
incumbent, 
President 
Dix. 
There may be other candidates before 
tomorrow morning when the balloting 
will occur. 
Another important matter which will 
come up tomorrow will be the designa­ 
tion of the place of the next meeting. 
There are two formidable foes in the 
Held for the convention, Winona and 
Mankato, and the delegations from these 
towns are working like trojans. 
Still­ 
water, St. Paul and Minneapolis are also 
said to be in the running. 
At the conclusion of the address by 
President Dix yesterday afternoon Sec. 
Tres. McEwen was called upon for his 
annual report. This 
is perhaps the 
most important report of the convention, 
as Mr. McEwen is really the working 
head of the state federation. 
Among other things Mr. McEwen in 
his report said: 
“Work was started last 
year shortly after the New Ulm conven­ 
tion under most unfavorable conditions. 
Barryisra was at its height, and was 
boldly threatening to destroy every trade 
and labor union that asserted itself. 
A 
dearth in business over the previous 
year had greatly reduced the number of 
employed. 
A general movement of re­ 
duction in wages was attempted by 
thousands of employers, and in some in­ 
stances was affected, particularly where 
there were no organizations of labor. 
The labor leaders throughout the coun­ 
try were quick to grasp this situation. 
President Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, issued a timely 
warning to the international and local 
unions under its jurisdiction. 
Unions 
were cautioned to resist with all their 
strength every attempt at a reduction 
in wages, this was the slogan cry for the 
year, and that most of the unions suc­ 
ceeded on this plan is evident from the 
statistical reports herewith submitted. 
“When this organization began to 
branch out from the larger cities in the 
state our Hrst attempt at spreading the 
Gospel of trade unionism was in Winona. 
There we met in 1894 with rut a local 
union to greet us. 
We again visited 
the city in 1898 and found several live 
and active unions there. 
These were 
founded upon good grounds, and from 
them has grown many creditable trades 
unions. 
During the year the movement 
in that city has experienced no set 
backs, and with the returns of indus­ 
trial activity may be depended upon to 
begin work where they left off last year. 
“I visited Mankato twice during the 
year. 
Many of the delegates to this 
convention can well remember our meet­ 
ing in this historic city in 1901. Literally 
speaking it was a session among strang­ 
ers. 
Business and political interests 
were very much opposed to our coming. 
One very pious looking business man 
told us that we were unwelcomed guests; 
that we were coming to that peaceful 
city to make trouble; that there was no 


need for our coming as the workingmen 
there were happy and contented. 
He 
evidently had his ear to th§ wrong key­ 
hole for from that memorable meeting 
sprang some of the Iivliest organiza 
tions ever formed within the borders of 
this 
commonwealth. 
Willing 
hearts 
and ready hands have since contribut­ 
ed to the growth of the movement there. 
During 
m y visits to this city I found 
the unions strong and impenetrable. It 
found the officers and delegates to the 
trades council earnest, active and sin­ 
cere men, ready to do their part to stimu 
late the growth of tho movement there. 
“For three years past and until last 
year the labor movement in Little Falls 
had experienced a good and fairly healthy 
growth, but the change in the indus­ 
trial situation already referred to had 
its Hora effect on this community. Some 
of the unions which were formed by our 
organizers in a day or a week and then 
thrown upon their own inexperienced 
resources were the first to suffer. Others 
of more strength and longer experience 
suffered some severe loses and member­ 
ship. 
President Dix and myself visited 
the city shortly after I addressed alarge 
and enthusiastic meeting and since then 
have been having unusually good re­ 
ports from Little Falls. 
“In this city of Brainerd you can best 
judge for yourselves as to the standing 
of the lauor organizations. 
I Hrst visit­ 
ed this city three years ago to install a 
union of carpenters. 
The machinists 
were already organized but up to thi.- 
time the union had been but a small 
factor in the machinists trade. 
Closely 
following rn) visit unions began to be 
formed in every trade. 
A lone cigar 
maker carried on the work for some 
time until he was later reinforced by 
other working men. 
The 
movement 
grew and 
flourished and for a 
time 
Brainerd bid fair to become the most 
important trades union center in the 
state. Then a set back in industry oc­ 
curred, which at the same time had a 
like effect upon the unions. 
At this mo­ 
ment conditions bid fair to create new- 
life in the movements here and I look 
forward to an active revival in trades 
unionism in this most hospitable city. 
“I have had but little communication 
with the unions in St. Cloud. 
While 
the reports in this office indicate that 
they have been holding their own there, 
yet there is room for improvement, and 
as soon as funds will permit I advise that 
some work be done in this city.’’ 
Favorable conditions were reported 
from Stillwater, Winona, Red Wing, Du­ 
luth and other cities in the state.

Just before the adjournment a ques­ 
tion of unusual importance in labor cir­ 
cles was raised. 
Delegate Bainbridge 
arose and asked for information. 
lie 
wanted to know if the Brotherhood of 
American Carmen was affiliated with 
the Minnesota State Federation of La­ 
bor, and if they are entitled to seats in 
the convention. 
He stated that under 
a recent ruling no organization not a 
member of the American Federation of 
Labor could be affiliated with the Min­ 
nesota Federation of labor. 
He and 
another gentleman from Minneapolis, 
representing the Brotherhood of Amer­ 
ican Painters, Paperhangers and Decor­ 
ators contended that this organization 
and the Brotherhood of American Car­ 
men were dual organizations and could 
not, therefore, affiliate together. 
The 
matter brought out considerable discus­ 
sion. 
Secretary McEwen stated that this 
was perhaps not the only case tvhere 
unions not affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor were in the folds 
of the Minnesota State Federation, but 
he contended that it would be most un­ 
wise to establish a precedent of unseat­ 
ing the Brotherhood of American Car­ 
men or any other union in good stand­ 
ing and working for the same object.

delegation 
but

thought it was a question that must be 
settled; that the two organizations were 
dual organizations and in order to pre­ 
serve the interests of the members of 
the unions something must be done to 
get around it. The men employed un­ 
der the head of Brotherhood of Amer­ 
ican 
Carmen 
conflict 
directly 
with 
the Brotherhood of American Painters, 
Paperhangers and Decorators and some­ 
thing would have to be done. 
They 
stated that theirs was the complete jur­ 
isdiction and wanted to find the proper 
way out of the matter. 
It was finally decided to appoint a 
grievance committee to take up all such 
matters and the chair appointed a com­ 
mittee of five.

McEwen that one half of the 
revenue of the federation be set aside 
for organizations and strengthening of 
weak unions. 
The secretary’s recom­ 
mendation that the Woman's Label 
league be endorsed and that they be as­ 
sisted in every way possible by the fed­ 
eration was concurred in. 
It was further recommended that the 
reports of the president and secretary- 
treaeurer be accepted and filed as read. 
This report was unanimously accepted. 


r e s o l u t i o n s a d o p t e d . 


The resolution committee got busy at 
once this morning and in a short time 
rcommended 
the passage of several 
resolutions which were adopted as fol­ 
lows: 
A resolution reaffiring the support 
given.the*Custom Made Union label. 
A resolution declaring that the Na­ 
tional Biscuit company was unfair in 
opposing the organization of its em­ 
ployees and refusing to purchase crack 
ors in the future not bearing the union 
label. 
A resolution - declaring large baking 
firms in Minneapolis unfair and pledg­ 
ing no; to buy goods manufactured by 
them, and that union labels be the mark 
of the true worth on bread, crackers 
and candy. 


CONSIDERATION OF RESOLUTION. 


The first order of business taken up 
at the meeting of the State Federation 
of Labor this morning was the consid 
oration of the resolutions. 
Alargenum 
ber of resolutions were introduced and 
they were referred to the various com­ 
mittees for consideration and recoin 
mendation. 
A resolution calling attention to im 
portant work that should be done in 
and around Mankato in labor circles 
was referred to the committee on organ­ 
ization and finance. 
A resolution designating tho Minne 
Hota Union Advocate the official organ 
of tho federation was referred to the 
resolutions committee. 
A resolution providing for the initiat­ 
ive and referendum in the State Fedora 
tion of Labor was referred to the com­ 
mittee on organization. 
A proposition to simplify section IO of 
the platform by cancelling superfluous 
words was referred to the constitution 
committee. 
An important resolution was intro­ 
duced by Machinists’ Union No. 91, of 
St. Paul, providing for the distribution 
of the funds of the federation, which 
is 
as follows: 


“Whereas, The funds of the federation 
are inadequate to properly carry on the 
work of organization throughout the 
state, and 
“Whereas, There is a demand for new 
organization in many portions of the 
state which this federation is unable to 
attend to, therefore be it 
“Resolved, That a proposition be sub­ 
mitted by this convention to the affiliat­ 
ed unions providing for the increasing 
of tho per capita tax from one to two 
cents per month, and that the addition­ 
al one cent per capita shall bo used ex­ 
clusively for organizing and legislative 
purposes, it being provided that the 
money received from this plan shall be 
deposited in the bank inaseparate fund 
to be known as the organization and 
legislative fund.” 
The resolution was referred to the 
finance committee. 


This afternoon shortly after the con­ 
vention convened, by unanimous vote 
the election of officers was made the 
special order of business for tomorrow 
morning at at 9 o'clock.
